Administration  to  Seek 
Head  Coach  Successor

Charles  L.  "Chick”  Atkinson,  Brigham  Young  University 
I head  football  coach,  Tuesday  resigned  that  position  to  accept  a 
job  in  private  industry. 

The  University  administration  stated  that  it  will  seek  to 
I fill  the  vacancy,  and  “shall  be  happy  to  receive  any  suggestions 
I as  to  a successor.”  President  Wilkinson  thanked  Atkinson  for 
I his  support  of  the  high  ideals  that  guide  BYU,  and  for  his  ser- 
vice to  the  university.  ' 

University  Vice  President  William  F.  Edwards  stressed 
that  Coach  Atkinson's  resignation  did  not  affect  any  other 
member  of  the  football  coaching  staff. 

His  contract  was  to  have  extended  until  September,  15156. 
Atkinson,  in  a prepared  statement  for  the  press,  said; 

"In  order  to.  accept  a business  opportunity,  I have  resigned 
as  he^d  football  coach  of  Brigham  Young  University. 

"I  have  enjoyed  very  much  my  association  the  List  seven 
years  with  the  athletes,  the  coaches,  the  faculty,  and  the  stu- 
dents of  the  school.  I am  sorry  under  the  circumstances,  that 
I have  not  been  able  to  develop  a more  outstanding  team,  a 
team  that  the  alumni,  community,  faculty,  students,  and  friends 
of  Brigham  Y9ung  University  so  rightfully  deserve,  and  should 
have. 

"I  extend  my  respects,  admiration,  and  thanks  to  my 
friends,  associate  coaches,  Owen  Dixon,  Wally  Nalder,  and  Max 
Tolbert,  who  all  came  to  Brigham  Young  University  with  out- 
standing proved  coaching  records,  also  to  the  many  courageous 
football  players  who  took  the  field  week  after  week  with  the 
odds  heavily  against  them.” 

In  another  statement,  President 'Ernst  L.  Wilkinson,  said: 

"Charles  •Chick'  Atkinson  has  tendered  his  resignation  as 
head  football  coach  of  Brigham  Young  University  and  has  re- 
quested that  he  be  granted  leave  starting  with  the  Winter 
Quarter  in  January,  19.56.  The  University  has  accepted  hfs 
resignation  and  granted  his  request. 

"In  accepting  this  resignation,  I wish  to  express  sincere 
appreciation  to  Coach  Atkinson  for  his  loyal  service  to  the 
University.  I am  also  grateful  to  him  for  his  support  of  the  high 
ideals  that  guide  this  school. 

" ‘Chick’  and  his  staff  have  put  forth  their  best  efforts  to 
maintain  the  highest  standards  of  sportsmanship.  He  is  respect- 
^ by  his  colleagues  on  the  faculty  and  by  his  fellow  coaches  in 
in  the  conference. 

“The  Adimnistration  will  now  be  .seeking  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy in  our  coaching  staff.  We  shall  be  bpppy  to  receive  any 
suggestions  as  to  a successor. 

"It  is  hoped  that  the  University  will  attain  the  success  in 
football  that  we  enjoy  in  all  other  student  endeavors.” 

Neither  Atkinson  nor  President  Wilkinson  were  available 
for  personal  comment,  because  both  were  out  of  town. 

The  identity  of  the  business  with  which  the  football  coach 
will  be  connected  was  not  revealed.  However,  it  was  reported 
that  his  work  will  be  with  “industry.” 

Atkinson’s  resignation  came  after  the  BYU  football  team 
lost  more  games  than  any  team  he  had  coached  during  his  13 
years  in  the  profession.  The  Cougars  lost  nine  games  while 
winning  only  one. 

The  affable  coach’s  record  for  the  seven  years  he  was  head 
coach  at  BYU  is  18  victories,  45)  defeats,  and  three  ties— a per- 
centage of  .257. 

However,  his  record  as  a high  school  coach  shows  a per- 
centage of  .500  for  his  worst  season. 

His  cldss  “B”  teams  at  Emmett  High  School  and  Blackfoot 
High  School  won  state  championships  in  the  years  1941  and 
1942.  The  1947  and  1948  Atkinson-coach^  Pocatello  High 
Schopl  teams  tied  for  class  “A”  championships. 

The  37-year-old-coach’s  high  school  teams  compiled  a 
; record  of  37  wins  against  only  10  losses.
